Volpe also announced that a 
goal of $400,000 has been set for 
the drive which will be launched 
March 1.

Judge Alessandroni will super- 
vise the Northeastern section of 
the United States; Amoroso, the 
Southeastern states; Spatuzza, the 
Central states, and Bertoglio, the 
Western states.

Cloud Over Garibaldi Shrine 


SARDINIA, (1.8.) — Off the 
north coast of Sardinia a waterless 
patch in the sea, Caprera (Goat 
Island), is one of the enduring 
shrines of the Italian people. Here, 
Giuseppe Garibaldi retired, in 1860, 
with a sack of wheat seed, after 
he had conquered the entire Bour- 
bon kingdom of Naples and Sicily 
and handed it over to Victor Ema- 
nuel IT, the new King of the united 
Italy. 

On lonely Caprera, Garibaldi 
built with his own hands a house 
and planted pines that have now 
grown into stately trees. He also 
tilled the land and fished for a 
living. On Caprera, he was event- 
ually laid to rest under a massive 
squared rock bearing his name. 

The house is inhabited by Gari- 
baldi’s daughter (by his third and 
last wife), Clelia, who is still doing 
well at the age of 90. 

Modern Age 

Inaccessibility has proved, up to 
now, the best preserver of lonely 
Caprera and its memories. Only 
occasional parties of really devoted 
pilgrims made their way there. But 
with the coming of the motor- 
yacht age and the new craze for 
islands and for skin diving, Caprera 
is getting more and more visitors 
every summer. Last summer they 
were there in droves. 

This trend is drawing the protest 
of many Garibaldi descendants 
and especially of members of the 
Canzio family who are the grand- 
children of Teresita, daughter of 
Anita, Garibaldi’s first, South- 
American, wife (the one who 


fought with him on the walis of 
Rome and died in his arms in the 
forest of Ravenna). 

The Canzios say that it is a 
scandal to see young skin divers 
and girls in bikinis romping around 
their great -grandfather’s tomb. 
Unless something is done about it, 
they intend to sue the Itallan 
Government to regain possession

English Admirers 

Half of Caprera was bought by 
Garibaldi himself for the pittance 
that it was then worth. The other 
| half was bought up by some Eng- 
lish admirers and presented to 
him in his old age. 

Later, after the warrior’s death, 
Caprera and neighboring islands 
were declared a military zone. Ca- 
prera, was expropriated by the 
Italian Naval Authorities who paid 
the family 600,000 lire — a robust 
sum in its day. The house and 
some land were left to the family. 

The Canzios claim that Caprera 
having no longer any military im- 


portance, should now be returmed 
to them. 

If necessary they will sue on the 
ground that the sum paid in the 
19th Century was inadequate, 
However, they are probably willing 
to settle for a little more surveil- 
lance of the Caprera shrine and 
perhaps a guard or two to shoo 
skin divers and girls in bikinis 
away from Great Grandfather's 
rocky tomb, back into the salty 
bine.

fu. ‘Italians’ Among Us 


Political History 
In The Making 


By A. ALFRED MARCELLO 


From time to time we have commented on the fact that many men 
‘of Italian descent are making the grade in politics. The climb to 
political power has been slow, but in the last decade or so Italian- 
Americans, however their party affiliations, have been moving into 
their own. Today more men of Italian origin are holding down im- 
portant political posts than ever before in the history of the United 
States. Never before has their prestige and the prestige of the men 
and women of Italian origin been greater. And 
4 never before have there been so many of Italian 
descent occupying such high posts as United States 
Senator, Governor and Mayor. 
In fact so many Italian-Americans were elected 
4to high public office throughout the United States 
hat a number of well-known columnists have made 
special mention of the success now being enjoyed by 
nen. with Italian names in our public life: 
Drew Pearson, for example, sometime after the 
ast November elections wrote a special column on 
‘Ttalian-Americans in Politics.” 
Italians Replacing the Irish 
Pearson made note of the fact that Americans 
“of Italian origin have “partly replaced the Irish as 
a political-governing group in the U.S. A.” 
wrote Pearson, “the mayors of big eastern cities 
usually Irish. The head of Tammany for years was Irish, 
“Foday the Governor of Massachusetts is Foster Furcolo in 2

state once divided between the Irish and the Yankees. The new 
Republican Governor of Rhode Island, Christopher Del Sesto, is 
Italian. The Democratic Senator from Rhode Island, John Pastore, 


is Italian, recently re-elected. 

“The Mayor of Detroit, Louis Miriani, is also Italian, while there 
are 12 Italian-American Congressmen in the House of Representa- 
tives. Not all of them come from the big eastern cities. Dante 
Fascell is elected from Florida. Reland Libonati comes from Chi- 
cago. The others are: Hugh Addonizio and Peter Rodino, both of 
Newark, N. J.; Victor Anfuso, Brooklyn; Silvio Conte, Pittsfield, 
Mass.; Emilio Daddario, Hartford, Conn.; Dominick Daniels, 
Jersey City; John Dent, Jeannette, Pa.; Paul Fino, Bronx, N. Y.} 
Robert Gizimo, North Haven, Conn.; and Alfred Santangelo, New 
York City.” 


In that same column Pearson spoke about a recent visit he made 
to Cleveland and meeting the Mayor of that city—Anthony Celebrezze. 
A Good Word For Cleveland 

Pearson noted that Cleveland is one of the best run cities in 
the United States. : 

“Cleveland,” Pearson wrote, “has had a succession of notable 
Mayers dating back to Tom Johnson; Harold Burton later ap- 
pointed to the Supreme Court; Frank Lausche, later Governor and 
Senator; and Tom Burke, later a Senator. Celebrezze, who is giving 
Cleveland an equally good government, is a Democrat, elected by 
many Republican votes, just as Mike Di Salle was elected Governor 
of Ohio with the help of Republicans. 

“Alongside Mayor Celebrezze, as I talked with him was another 
Italian-American mayor, efficient Frank Celeste of nearby Lake- 
wood. 

“What do you Italians mean by taking all these jobs away 
from the Irish?” I asked the mayors of Cleveland and Lakewood. 

“They can’t complain,” joked Mayor Celebrezze, “They were 
fin a long time.” 

But perhaps without parallel is the situation in Rhode Island 
where three men of Italian descent are occupying the top political 
posts in that State. 

And the three — one a Republican and two Democrats — were 
victorious in the same election last November. 

At the top is the capable, energetic John O. Pastore, who was 
re-elected as a Democrat to the United States by the greatest plurality 
, @ver given a candidate for public office in the history of Rhode Island. 


Del Sesto Goveronor of R. I. 

A Republican, Christopher Del Sesto, and strangely enough a 
boyhood friend of Senator Pastore, captured the Governorship of 
Rhode Island in a hot contest. 

Sitting in the Lieut. Governor’s chair is the personable John A. 
Notte, who was the Democratic candidate last November in an election 
that saw every Democratic candidate for State office on the State 
ticket swept into office except for Governor. 

Barring the unforseen, it is quite possible that two men with 
Italian names — Del Sesto, the present Governor and Notte, Little 
Rhody’s Lieut. Governor, will fight it out in 1960 for the coveted post 
of Governor of Rhode Island and Providence Plantations. 

If that comes to pass it should be a political contest that will be 
watched with great interest, not only in Rhode Island but elsewhere.
